The American Annah for October 
is at hand. In its "School Items'' 
we observe that Superintendent 
Walker, of the Illinois Institution has 
copied after the "Ohio idea." It's 
under a different name, to be sure, 
but it's all one and the same thing — 
namely, Principal of the Schools. 
Superintendent Walker has applied 
the name of preceptress to the position 
or office. Perhaps this is due more 
to the fact that the appointee is a 
lady than to anything else, 

" Principal" would have fitted just as 
well, in fact it is the more correct 
term, while preceptress means merely 
a female teacher, according to Web- 
ster's Dictionary. Rut We do not in- 
tend to go into a discussion on this 
matter, but of the change he has 
inaugurated. It is a step in the 
right direction. All our large Institu- 
tions for the Deaf should have a 
Superintendent and a Principal. The 
lii st to look after the general manage- 
ment of the Institution, the other to 
give his time wholly to the School 
Department. There need be no 
friction as to authority between them. 
The Superintendent to be recognised 
as the sole head of the Institution, 
the Principal to carry out the orders 
which pertain to the department of 
which he has charge. 

In an institution containing over 
three hundred pupils to look after, to 
say nothing of the hundred other 
duties that engage his attention and 
burden his responsibility, the Superin- 
tendent has little time to give the 
needed details the school requires. 1 n 
such cases every matter is left to the 
teachers themselves, and the Superin- 
tendent personally knows very little 
concerning the progress of the school- 
work. His other duties gives him no 
opportunities to visit the class-rooms 
to see how his teachers arc doing 
their work. If he do. round 

to them, it is, perhaps, once or twice 
during a term. Such infrequent 
visits afford no satisfactory informa- 
tion upon which to base his proper 
promotions when it comes to ols 
ing the pupils at the beginning of a 
term. In man; re put 

into classes where they do not pro- 
perly belong. Bright pupil 
pushed ahead simply b their 

smartness. They thus are deprived 
of studies which should form p 
their school course. 

Then again the Superintendent by 
his visits few and far between the 
school building knows little what his 
teachers are and what Work tin 
iiceomplishing. They are not 
encouragement, for there is no , 
inspect their work, praise that, which 
is good, condemn, correct or criticise 
the methods they arc pursuing, and 
thus not only encourage the teachers 
but at the same time give tone and 
spirit to the pupils in their study. 
All teachers are not angels ; they bear 
watching and glial 11 as the 

!upils over whom they preside,

likely to follow a wrong route in the 
teaching of their class as a ship with- 
out a captain, without a comp. 
ing the s 
With a principal of the schools to 
give his undivided attention to the 
work, there will be better work and

There will be 
more uniformity throughout. He has 
the means of knowing the capacity 
and capabilities of the pupils, anil
